| Accidents were nu- 
merous in consequence of the obscurity. Six 
collisions between ferryboats occurred al an 
early hour, and there were three accidents 
on the Manhattan Elevated railroad. 

Four persons were hurt, but not seriously 
in the river crashes. and others suffered in 
the accidents on the elevated road. The 
vapor was so thick that it appeared to be 
suspended rather nearer than usual to the 
earth's surface, as a trip to a lofty tower 
showed. At this height no part of the city 
could be seen except the upper portions of 
high bulldings, which plerced the thinner 
strata of the fog. After noon the fog at last 
disappeared. 

The first collision was between the Erie 
ferryboats Susquehanna and Delaware. It 
was in midstream and there was a panic 
among the passengers. The Susquehanna 
was badly damaged and had to be taken off 
for repairs. 

Next the Pennsylvania boats New Jersey 
and Cincinnati collided at Cortlandt street 
ferry. The Cincinnati's deckhouse was 
ripped off and the 300 passengers on the 
boats were terror-stricken. Several women 
fainted. The Pennsylvania boats, Pitts- 


burg and Washington, also collided and were 


damaged. The boats Sag Harbor, Bergin, 
Maine, America, and Astoria were also in 
collisions and damaged more or less and 
the passengers shaken up. 

A rear-end collision, in which one man 
was hurt and the passengers of two heavily 
loaded Third avenue elevated trains were 
thrown into a panic, occurred at the Forty- 
second street station a few minutes before 
7 o’clock. Both trains were going down- 
town. Both trains were crowded with busi- 
ness-men and shop girls, many of whom 
were clinging to the straps. The force of 
the crash was terrific. Many of the passen

GUILTY 


Adolph L. Luetgert Convicted 
of the Brutal Murder of 
His Wife Louise. 


IMPRISONMENT FOR LIFE. 


Jurors Take About Seven Hours 
to Determine the Sansage- 
maker's Fate. 


MIDNIGHT SCENE IN COURT. 


Big Defendant Laughs Cynically When 
the Fateful Werds Are :

‘HARMON WILL FIGHT TO THE END. 


Adolph Louis Luetgert was pronounced 
gullty of the premeditated murder of his 
wife, Louise, at 11:25 o’clock last night, and 
his punishment was fixed at imprisonment 
in the penitentiary for the remainder of his 
natural life, 

On hearing the verdict Luetgert laughed. 

The first ballot determined the question of 


guilt, and the sausagemaker probably owed 


his escape from hanging to the extreme 
length of the trial, which made the jury- 
men unwilling to stay and fight out their 
differences. The entire matter was settled 
between 8 and 9 o’clock. The jury, how- 
ever, thought it decent, in a case of life and 
death, to wait a few hours and talk the case 
over calmly before attaching their signa- 
tures to the verdict and notifying Judge 
Gary.

Luetgert Looks Relieved. 
Luetgert looked relieved when the verdiet 


was read. He laughed and turned to shake 
hands with Attorney John E. Kehoe. His 
last word as he disappeared in the corridor 


leading to the jail was: 

“Tt is a half way verdict. I am satisfied.” 

The crime of wife murder laid at the door 
of A. L. Luetgert by a jury of his peers was 
of such a brutal character that his attor- 
neys did not ask for clemency. It was first 
published in Tun SuNDAY TRIBUNE on May 
9 last, when the substantial facts proved 
by the State at the various hearings of the 
case were given. This story was printed 
before the defendant was arrested, on 
May 177. 

The murder occurred on the night of 
May 1. 

THé law books have been searched in 
vain for a murder equaling this in the 
length of time it was meditated, the care 
of preparation, and manner of execution. 
According to the theory of the State, which 
the jury accepted and decided by their ver- 
dict, as proved by the evidence, Luetgert 
enticed his frail wife to the factory on 
the night of May 1 and put an end to her 
life in some manner unknown, disrobed her 
body in the smokehouse used for the cur- 
ing of sausages, and carried it thence to 
a large wooden vat in the basement near by

‘ BUILD IN DOWN-TOWN DISTRICT. 


Line from the River to Thirty-ninth 
Proposed — Property Owners and 
Business-Men Voice Sentiment in 
Opposition to the Scheme—Transit 
Corporation Formed—Plian Is to Run 
Cross-Town Surface Cars Upon the 
Structure. 


An elevated road in Dearborn street, to run 
from the Chicago River on the north to 
Thirty-ninth street on the south, is the latest 
project of the Chicago City railway com- 
pany, and steps have already been taken by 
that corporation toward bringing it to a 
realization. 

Unlike the other elevated roads of the city, 
the proposed structure, if ereeted, will be 
used only for delivering in the down-town 


pany on fts extensive system of cross-town 
lines on the South Side. 

Property-owners and business-men in 
Dearborn street will oppose the construction 
of the road. It is probable the holders of 
real estate will make a bitter fight on the at- 
tempt to bring it to the street. 


Voice Their Opposition. 


Arthur T. Aldis of Aldis, Aldis & North- 
cote, who represent six big buildings in 
Dearborn street—the Monadnock, Mar- 
quette, Pontiac, Commercial Bank. Nation- 
al Bank of Illinois, and Equitable—said last 
night: | 

“I don’t believe it would be possible for 
amy company to get consents in Dearborn 
street north of Harrison for an elevated 
road. I know pretty well how the property 
stands. It seems to me that no sane busi- 
ness-man could conceive of the possibility 
of raising money for an elevated road in 
view of the experience of other elevated 
roads in Chicago.”

It is proposed that the cross- 
town surface cars on the South Side shall 
be hauled up on the elevated structures on 
inclined planes to be built on private prop- 
erty at Thirty-ninth, Thirty-first, Twenty- 
second, and Twentieth streets, and thence 
down-town by electric motors operating by 
the third rail system.

His 
original letter is now in the hands of the 
State department, and after careful exam- 
ination has been pronounced genuine, 

Minister de Lome is no longer recognized 
as the representative of the Kingdon of 
Spain. Minister Woodford has been in- 
structed to inform the Spanish governthent 
of this fact, with full details of the disgrace- 
ful letter. 

If Spain responds by recalling De Lome 
promptly he will be allowed to leave in 
peace. Otherwise his passports will be pre- 
sented to the late Minister, and he will te 


country. 
Proof of Authenticity. 
Late tonight the last remaining mystery 
attending the overthrow of Minister de 
Lome was removed. The original letter 


written by the Spanish Minister te Editor 


Canalejas was this afternoon actually placed 
before President McKinley. Shortly before 
2 o’clock Attorney Horatio L. Rubens of the 
Cuban Junta called at the State department 
and announced that the letter was in his pos- 
session. In the meantime the comparison 
of the morning had been made and the re- 
quest for an explanation was then in the 
hands of De Lome. :

During his residence in- San Francisco last 
year Sefior Toledo said that the continuance 
of Barrios in office after the expiration of 
his term in March, 1898, would be a gross 
violation of the constitutional provision pro- 
hibiting a President from holding office for 
more than one term of six years. He there- 
fore charged Barrios with disregarding the 
law to further his personal ambition. The 
majority of the official class in Guatemala 
contend, however, that Congress has the 


power. under the constitution to ratify a 


dictatorship. 


Prosperity Under His Rule. 


Partisans of Barrios say that under hie 
administration the country prospered and 
developed extensively. 

In the mysterious murder of Aparicio, 
which is credited to him, he imitated che 
methods of the first Napoleon, who got ria 
of the Duke of Enghien when he found that 
the young nobleman stood in the way of his 
ambition.

man, his relative by marriage, was engaged 
in some larger scheme which threatened his 
personal possibilities in the event of a re- 
union of the Central American republics.

Paris, Feb. 9.—[Copyright, 1898, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—The most important fact in 
connection with today’s proceedings is that, 
whatever may be the issue of the Zola 
trial, its judgment is certain to be quashed 
by the court of appeal, and consequently 
the trial will be heard all over again be- 
fore the Versailles Assize Court. Maitre 
Laborie and Maitre Clemenceau have al- 
ready on record six infogmalities commit- 
ted, each of which is sufficient as a basis 
for the demand: for a fresh trial. The 
agitation, therefore, is not likely to cease 
for some time. 

Zola was very quiet today. He did not

Officially Reported at Washington. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—Sefior Lazo 
Arriaga, the Guatemalan Minister to the 
United States, this afternoon received an 
official cablegram from the Minister of For- 
eign Affairs of Guatemala announcing the 
assassination of President Barrios and the 
succession to the Presidency of First Vice 
President Manuel Estrada Cabrera. 

The dispatch came from Guatemala City. 

the capital, where President Barrios has 
lived and the government departments are 
carried on. It added that entire calm pre- 
vails. This last assurance, coupled with the 
immediate succession of the First Vice Pres- 
ident, in accordance with the constitutional 
methods of the country, is a special source 
of gratification to the officials of the Guate- 
malan legation here, and to some extent al- 
leviates the shock with which they received 
the news of the tragedy. 
The relations between the late President 
and the Guatemalan Minister to Washing- 
ton, Sefior Lazo Arriaga, were much more 
than of an official character. They were 
close, personal friends, and the death of the 
President at the hands of an assassin comes 
as a personal bereavement to the Minister. 

Sefior Arriaga said President Barrios was 
a man of wide attainments and marked ex- 


ecutive ability. He was comparatively 


young, being only 42 years old. The six 
years’ term of service for which he was 
elected terminated on March 15 next, but 
the National Congressional Assembly al- 
ready had extended this term for a further 
four years. The new President, Mr. Ca- 
brera, is a man of prominence in Guatemala 
and is one of two chosen by the Congress to 
fili the Presidency in case of a vacancy. 
The system of the country is different from 
that in the United States, there being no 
Vice President elected with the President. 
The duty of filling the executive chair de- 
volves on the Congressional branch, and 
accordingly two Vice Presidents, first und 
second, were designated some time ago. 
They are eligible in the order of their choice. 
When the excitement of the tragedy has 
passed a Presidential election may be held. 


. Excitement in San Francisco. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 9.—The news of 
the assassination of President Jos. Maria 
Reine Barrios of Guatemala created great 
excitement in this city today, as the mur- 
dered President and his wife were well 
known here and also because a number of 
San Francisco merchants have extensive 
interests in that republic. To the little 
colony of refugees who fled from Guate- 
mala some months ago and located in this 
city to escape the wrath of the dictator 
the announcement was not so surprising, 
as the insurgents threatened some time ago 
to kill Barrios before the expiration of his 
term on March 15. 

At the time of his election to the Presi- 
dency Barrios was residing temporarily in 
this city and during three years’ residence 
here his wife, an American woman, whom 
he married in New Orleans, made many 
friends. Mrs. Barrios was in San Francisco 
also when her husband proclaimed himself 
dictator in June last, ostensibly en route 
to Europe, but she did not cross the At- 
lantic, and soon after the news of this 
proclamation had been received here she 
returned to Guatemala. 

Private dispatches were received here 
today from Proper Morellas, formerly lead- 
er of the insurgents in Guatemala, to the 
effect that he was en route to this city. 
He had been informed of the death of Bar- 


rios, but disclaimed all knowledge of the 


assassination. 


EVENTFUL CAREER OF BARRIOS. 


General in His Uncle’s Army, an Exile, 
a Traveler, a Consul in Germany, 
and Then President. 


General D. José Ma Reyna Barrios, the 
late President of the Republic of Guatemala, 
was born in San Marcos in 1859. He wasa 
nephew of the former President. Justo 
Rufino Barrios, who was killed in 1885. The 
General was educated abroad, and after his 
collegiate course he made a trip around the 
world. 

In his ideas he was Hberal, and when the 
Conservative party was ousted he was a 
close adherent to his uncle’s principles. 
In the ensuing war of federation, the pur- 
pose of which was the unification of the 
Central American States, the General was 
placed in command of a division of the Lib- 
eral troops. During the war of 1885, when 
fits uncle, the President, was killed, the 
General succeeded him as commander of the 
forces. Later on, when President Barrinas 
was in control, he banished the young Gen- 
eral from Guatemala, and he went direct 
to California and resided in San Francisco 
for about a year. 

He married Miss Algerie Benton of New 
Orleans and took his wife back with him 
to Guatemala in 1891. 


| His Official Career. 


He was for a time Consul at Hamburg 
Germany. In 1892 he succeeded Barxillas 
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What are now the five republics of Centra! 
America—Guatemala, Salvador, Honduras, 
Nicaragua, and Costa Rica—origiaally 
formed one Spanish viceroyalty. For some 
time after their freedom from the Spanish 
rule they continued to form one republic, 
but ‘they subsequently split up into ‘the 
insignificant states now existing. But it has 
long been the desire of prominent statesmen 
in all these republics to reunite and form 
one large and important state instead of 
five small ones. ven before the time of the 
first Barrios theréhad been conferences, pri- 
vate views, and suggestions without number 


on the subjbet. Rufino Rarrios brought alt’ 


these scattered projects to a head, but the 
jealousy of rival leaders made it impossitie 
for him to carry out the idea. His nephew 
inherited his project. Again jealousies in- 
terefered. Mexico would not tolerate the 
idea of a coalition which threatened its owr 
supremacy. Why not, then, join Mexico in 
the scheme? Barrios evidently would not 
listen to this, because the probable domina- 
tion of Mexico would ruin his personal 
chances. It would seem that a conspiracy 
was formed equally against Barrios and 
Diaz, and which_intended to subordinate 
these personalities to the general weal of ali 
the Spanish American States. Arroyo, who 
last year attacked Diaz, was said to be im- 
plicated in these schemes. So may have 
been Aparicio. At all events, the suggestion 
solves many mysteries which would other- 
wise be insolvabic. 


Severe Criticisms. 


One criticism has been that the govern- 
ment of General Barrios has not only been 
conducted upon a most extravagant scale, 
but that the people have been robbed 
through the medium of extortionate taxa- 
tion, so that the President in a few years 
regained his dissipated fortune of many 
millions. With such treatment of his own 
people, it is not surprising that he ill-treat- 
ed strangers whenever opportunity offered. 
The underlings of the Guatemalan govern- 
ment have attacked inoffensive foreigners. 
Americans and Englishmen have been suf- 
ferers, the former more than the latter. On 
trumped-up charges the police arrested 
them. There have been mock trials in 
which policemen testified falsely against 
their prisoners, who forthwith were found 
guilty, stripped of all their belongings and 
thrown into jail, there to languish weeks 
and even months. The proceedings were 
often conducted without the accused know- 


ing the nature of the charge against them. 


His Uncle’s Death. 


The old dictator, J. Rufino Barrios, uncle 
of the official just assassinated, met a tragic 
death. The night before he started off on 
his last movement against the army of Sal- 
vador, there was a grand function “ in the 
Teatro Nacional. All the military bands as- 
sembled at the capital, a dozen or more, were 
consolidated for the occasion, and between 
the acts performed 4 march composed by a 
local musician, dedicated to General Barrios 
and the union of Central America. A large 
screen of sheeting was elaborately painted 
with the inscription: *“ All hail the union of 
the republic! Long live the dictator and 
Generalissimo, J. Rufino Barrios!“ This 
was attached to heavy rollers, to be dropped 
in front of the stage instead of the regular 
curtain at the end of the second act, for the 
purpose of creating a sensation. And a sen- 
sation it did create—an unexpected and 
frightful one. As the orchestra commenced 
to play the new march the. curtain was low- 
ered slowly and the audience greeted it 
with tremendous applause, rising to their 
feet, shouting and waving hats and hand- 
kerchiefs. But through a blunder of the 
stage carpenter fhe weights were too heavy 
for the cotton sheeting; the banner split in 
two, the heavy rollers fell over the orches- 
tra, wounding several of the musicians, and 
as fate would have it the rent was directly 
through the name of Barrios. The super- 
stitious people were aghast at this omen of 
disaster. Strong men shuddered, women 
fainted, and Mme. Barrios hastily left the 
theater. A few days later a small detach- 
ment of the Gautemala army, commanded 
by a gallant young son of Barrios, while on 
a scouting expedition, was killed by an over- 
whelming force of Salvadorians. When 
Barrios heard of the disaster he leaped upon 
his horse, called upon his men to follow him, 
and started to avenge the death of his son. 
The’ Salvadorians, expecting pursuit, lay in 


ambush, and the dictator was picked off by 


a sharpshooter as he rode at the head of the 
column of cavalry, and died instantly. His 
men found the body of the son lying by the 
roadside and carried both back to the mourn- 


ing capital.

Mysterious Document. 

He was fololwed by Bois de Fevre, who re- 
fused, on the plea of professional secrecy, to 
answer any questions concerning the mys- 
terious document handed to Esterhazy by a 
veiled lady. He stated very emphatically: 
“The guilt of Captain Dreyfus has always 
been a matter of absoiute certainty to me, 
and my conviction has been strengthened by 
facts which have come to my knowledgo 
subsequently to his court-martial.” 

This statement was received in court with 
a storm of hisses It is evident that the 
feeling in court today was entirely favorable 
to Zola and his cause. 7 

General Gonse, who followed, also refused 
to give any information as to the document 
which had been given to Esterhazy. In re- 
fusing to answer Laborie’s question he said: 

* You want me to walk into a trap.“ 

Laborie protested most indignantly at this, 
calling on the Advocate General to inter- 
fere. As Van Cassel did not move, Laborie 
called on the French bar to protest against 
such an insult. The barristers in court 
cried out in such angry protestation that the 
President ordered the guards to clear the 
court. 

A great hubbub ensued. Two guards 
ordered Mme. Zola to retire, but she pro- 
tested vigorously. Just then the Judge left 
the court, and the order was not further pro- 
ceeded with. 

Today the most stringent measures to 
preserve order had been taken. The court 
was filled with guards, and large masses of 
police were collected around the place. No 
loitering was allowed. |

Laborie then asked the Judges 
to set on record that perjury had been com- 
mitted by one of the two witnesses, and the 


sitting was suspended amid great excite- 


ment.

FIREMEN AT DISADVANTAGE. 


‘Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 10.—[Special.]—What 
is probably its worst disaster of recent years 
has visited Pittsburg. In the blackness of 
the morning and the city swathed in a wind- 
ing sheet of dense gray fog, death has over- 
taken at least a score of men. 
From three to four millions of dollars 
worth of property has gone up in smoke, 
while in the débris-piled streets lie dead 
ani dying, some half burned. Fire and 
deadly explosives have done their worst. 
Thus far six bodies are at the morgue,. 
two of them unidentified. 


The Dead.

On the person of Scott was found a mem- 
bership card in the Duquesne Country and 
Athletic clubs. The two unidentified bodies 
are crushed and burned and broken. The 
entire police force is at work guarding the 
ruins and the fire is being gradually 
checked, but it has eaten a path almost 
from Mulberry alley to the 
River. 

The fire originated in the cold storage 
plant of the Chattanooga Lake Ice company 
and soon after midnight the 2,000 barrels 
of whisky began to explode. For an hour 
there was a series of detonations, while 
bricks and burning débris hurled through 
the air, driving spectators afar. 


Origin of the Fire. 


The fire broke dut at v o'clock last night in 
an immense warehouse ocupying an entire 
block on Pike street, between Twelfth and 
Thirteenth streets, and extending back to 
Multérry alley. The building is owned by 


the Chautauqua Lake Ice company, and is 


occupied as an office, warehouse, and ice 
factory by that concern, the remainder be- 

r used by the Union Storage company. 
i first flames visible outside the building 
burst out of every window like turning, 
writhing serpents, lighting up the entire 
portion of the city with a glare which turned 
night into day and attracted hundreds of 
epectators, 

At 11:30 o’clock, with a crash ‘that could 
be heard half a mile, the wall at the corner 
of Thirteenth and Pike streets fell. The 
falling bricks and timber carried death in 
their downward flight and men screamed 
in terror. 

In another instant Lieutenant Al Berry of 
the down-town district was dead, crushed 
beyond all human semblance. His death 
is the more tragic because he was complet- 
ing the thirteenth year of his service. Not 
far from him was a fireman, likewise 
crushed, whose name his comrades could 
not tell. 

An employé of the Allegheny County Elec- 
tric Light company, going home from work, 
stopped to look at the fascinating sight. He 
was in the path of the falling débris and he, 
too, is dead. | 

One Entire Family Burned. 
An entire family is in the ruins, Coroner 


“Heber McDowell. says there are at least 


twenty-five ple in the family, ineluding 
their — 4 most of whom are missing. 
Their names are not known. 

A man standing at Thirteenth and Penn 
avenue was mashed into jelly by a falling 


wall. 

Building Inspector J. A. A. Brown had 
both legs broken by a falling joist, and was 
internally injured. His death is momentari- 
ly expected. 

A saloon on Penn avenue is full of maimed 
and wounded. Extra fire companies have 
been ordered to the Sixteenth street bridge, 
three blocks from the fire, Two additional 
districts have just responded to a call. In- 
dications are now that the entire next block 
will go. 

The fire has crossed Penn avenue, and the 
Allegheny fire department has been sum- 
mon 
Competent men place the loss to property 
as ranging anywhere from $1,500,000 to 
$4,000,000. In this estimate no attempt is 
— to forestall any damages yet to be 

one. 

Fifteen persons is the latest number esti- 
mated by the authorities to be under the 
ruins. At least twenty-five persons are not 
accounted for.

Civil Service Law. 
Under the first subdivision the report sets 
forth the provisions of the civil service 
It cites the fact of the adoption of 
the law by the City of Chicago and that 
the officers of the city, including the 
utive head, were bound to enforce it 
gs much as any other law of the State or 
ce of the city. It further says that 
the administration took the advantage 
given it by the law itself and adjusted the 
@ffices of the City of Chicago for that ad- 
ministration, practically without any ref- 
erence to the civil service act, as it had a

Pulls Are Declared Effective. 

The report says that members of the City 
Council came to the committee, demanding 
that their friends should be placed in office, 
and it was done upon the demand of the 


Aldermen or some person having a pull with 
the administration. 


The record abundantly shows the fact to be 
that the present Mayor of Chicago has used the 
all-powerful influence of his position to defeat 
and prevent the proper enforcement of the civil 
service, and thus embarrass the Civil Service com- 
mission. From the beginning of the present ad- 
ministration there has been a determined and 
combined effort upon the part of the Mayor and 


| the several heads of departments to evade the 


civil service law. The Law department. under the 
direction and with the advice and consent of the 
Mayor, has continuously annoyed and ha 

the committee. Many opinions have been ren- 
dered holding the entire civil service act uncon- 


partments to disobey the law and also disregard 
the rules of the commission. The different de- 
partments claim they have the privilege of using 
sixty day men and the commissioners were fo 

by the Mayor to yield to this violation. This was 
done by the Mayor and the different heads of de- 
partments for the purpose of enabling them to put 
upon the pay-roll their political cohorts and ward- 


heelers without any reference to the good of the 
service, 


It also says that the influence of the Mayor, 
Aldermen, and heads of departments was 
not all that the commission had té contend 
with, but that ward heelers, keepers of 
gambling-houses, low dives; and places of 
disrepute all joined in a clamorous demand 
for the appointment of their cohorts to 
office, and in this demand the Mayor of Chi- 
cago lent the powerful influence of his office. 
It continues: 


It is apparent from the execution of the law and 
the difficulties which the commission labored un- 
der that the administration now in force in Chi- 
cago is unalterably opposed to the merit system, 
and done everything in its power to destroy 
the law and nullify its provisions, and has made 
it a mockery, a by-wordj,and a sham, the sole 
purpose of the admini Gn being to remove 
from office competent and fapable men without 


any cause in order to appdl eir own friends 
to office. In this way wee dily account for 
-the fact that thére have [appointed to office 


many men of unsavory reputation and mental and 
phyrical unfitness, these men being indorsed by 
the heads of departments and appointed by the 
Mayor. It is an old saying that when a great 
man dies the nation mourns.’’ This is equally 
true when a dishonest or incompetent man, or one 
who inherits a name without inheriting the quali- 
ties possessed by the one who made the name great 
has been elected to a great office, and this now 
— to be the true condition in the City of Chi- 

The evidence before your committee shows that 
the present Mayor is in favor of a wide open.“ 
or, in the words of Chief Kipley, “‘ a liberal gov- 
ernment.“ Just what a “ liberal government ”’ 
meant, as used by the Mayor and Chief Kipley, we 
are unable to tell, but its results have been detri- 
mental in a large degree to the welfare and fair 
name of the great City of Chicago. 

Your committee believes that the Civil Service 
Commissioners originally would have been glad 
to have enforced the civil service law, but such 
powerful, potent, and dangerous influences sub- 
jugated the commission in the discharge of its 
duties, and sought by every means to prevent and 
destroy the enforcement of the law, that it was 
unable to resist. All these things are worthy to 
be taken into consideration, and should be consid- 
ered in passing judgment on the commission as 
to its efforts to enforce the law, for your committee 
believes that while it has not discharged its duty 
under the law, yet your committee fully believes 
that the responsibility properly rests upon the 
present city administration of the City ot Chi- 
cago, and that the failure of the law to be en- 
forced should be charged to the undue and im- 
proper influences used by Mayor Harrison and his 
supporters, who have in every instance, as the 
evidence shows, opposed the enforcement of the 
law, and invented every possible means to defeat 
its operation. | 


Police Pension Law. 


Under the head of “ The Police Pension 
Law the report sets forth the passage of 
the law and states that an examination into 
the workings of it by the committee devel- 
oped a state of facts that is really alarming; 
that among the very best men on the force, 
Captains, sergeants, Lieutenants, with 
many years of experience and records of 
which any man might be proud, were re: 
moved and placed upon pension rolls solely 
for the purpose of giving places to some 
other men who could not be promoted otheé.- 
wise. It claims that the result of the in- 
vestigation evidently threw a new light 
upon the law and that the citizens of Chi- 
cago and many policemen themselves say 
that the abuses must be remedied. 

Under the head of The Actual Workings 
of the Police Department the report cites 
the number of policemen and their duties 
It says that it is a fact well established by 
the evidence that the department is not used 
to enforce the law, but is being used for the 
protection of all kinds of vice and for the 
furtherance of the political desires and am- 
bitions of the present Mayor. It says: 

The Police department of any city is 
what the executive head of the city makes it. It 
the Mayor of a city desires the enforcement of 


aim and object will be to carry out his own views 
and to enforce the law, and your committee be- 
lieves that with such a Mayor and such a Chief 
of Police the law could be enforced much better 
than it is and life and property much better pro- 
tected, but if the Mayor does not desire the law 
enforced and prefers a wide open or liberal 
government he will appoint a Chief of Police 
who is in favor of a wide nor liberal 
government,“ who will not himself see or know 
of any violations Of law and who can very readily 


4 communicate his own sight and his own want of 


knowledge to all the men under him. That such 
is the actual working of the Police department 
at present in the City of Chicago cannot be suc- 
cessfully denied. 

Continuing, the report says there are 
policemen now on the force unfit to hold 
such places and that no business-man in 
the City of Chicago would employ them to 
protect his life and property for an instant; 
that they cannot or will not see violations 
of the law, and that the actual working 
of the present police force is not in the in- 
terest of good government and for the pro- 
tection of life and property, but is used in 
such a manner as not to molest many forms 


ot crime and vice, and in many * ow 


the department has beén receiving contri- 
butions for protection to crime, 

It says this naturally grows out of and 
is the result of the orders and manage- 
ment of the head of the department, Chief 
Kipley, who testified before the committee 
that he was carrying out the directions and 
instructions of the Mayor. 


Reports Upon Gambling. 

% The condition of the city as to the en- 
forcement of the law and protection of life 
and property by the police,” is the next sub- 
ject taken up, and under this head the 
gambling question is dealt upon. The evi- 
dence given before the committee as to the 
different gambling resorts is set forth and 
the locations of the different poolrooms, 
gambling-houses, etc., are given. It tells 
of the closing of gambling-houses by the 
Sheriff and of the prosecution of the pro- 
prietors. It says that policemen were in 
poolrooms and in many instances indulging 
in the game and that Henry Kipley, a brother 
of the Chief of Police, was present behind 
the counters, keeping tab on the amount of 
money received and paid out with the cash- 
fers of the gambling institutions, at many 
of these places, which was known to the 
chief. That notwithstanding this they were 
allowed to run wide open, and the committee 
does not believe that it is possible that the 
Chief of Police of the city was not fully con- 
versant of the fact that gambling was al- 
lowed, permitted, and protected. 

The report says there were many holdups 
and robberies, more violations of the law, in 
the streets of Chicago in the last six months 
than ever in the City of Chicago in the same 
length of time, but this was not strange, 
when the ordinary policeman can see that 
gambling and many other forms of vice are 
winked at. It was also shown by the evi- 
dence, so the report says, that the opium 
Gens were permitted to run in open violation 
of law, and the keepers thereof paid a trib- 
ute to the police for not molesting them.

The report comments on 
the action of the chief authorizing Amos 
M. Atwell, a stranger in the City of Chicago 
and who had been publicly declared through 
the newspapers to be a fraud, to proceed 
with the work of soliciting funds. The ef- 
forts to get Mr. Magnus before the com- 
mittee are detailed and the amount of money 
collected by Atwell is set forth.

The Indiscreet ” Policeman. 

Quite a full abstract of Chief Kipley’s evi- 
dence is given in which he swears that there 
is an ordinance against pool selling, but he 
had no knowledge that there has been any 
violation of that ordinance since he became 
Chief. Later in the testimony he said he 
complained to his brother, Henry Kipley, 
that it had been reported that his brother 
had been around the gambling places and the 
Chief told him he had better save his money 
and keep away from the poolrooms. 

He said.in answer to a question that they 
were giving the people a liberal govern- 
ment,” that things were running along 
very easy.“ In regard to the policeman ar- 
rested for holding up a citizen the following 
evidence is quoted: 


I tried that man yesterday: he got on the Police 
department ten years ago and he hasa ys hada 
reputation of being a good officer. The other 
morning he had been drinking some, and like 
everything else became a little indiscreet and 
started out to hold up a man and got hold of a few 
dollars in.that way, and under the impression, 
very likely, that he would never be discovered, 
like everybody else with a good record. In the 
past he was discharged and reinstated because 
many people vouched for im, and all said he was an 
excellent officer, but he stepped by the wayside 
and fell, and we had him arrested and discharged. 


Further testimony of the Chief is quoted 
as to gambling south of Jackson street and 
the object of his order prohibiting gambling 
north of that street in order to “ liven 
things up a little bit.“ The report then pro- 
ceeds: 


We have quoted thus liberally from the evi- 
dence of Chief Kipley to show fully the char- 
acter of the man who is now the present Chief 
of Police of the City of Chicago and taking many 
of the answers of the Chief as they appear in 
the record, together with his actions as such, if 
he is, as he says, carrying out the policy of the 
present Mayor of the City of Chicago, and as he 
further says, with whom he is in full sympathy, 
it is not strange that the present system of po- 
lice is in that chaotic and demoralized state in 
which we found it. We can hardly conceive, in 
this day of enlightened sentiment, of a man se- 
lected as Chief of Pelice of the second greatest 
city in the United States, when speaking of a 
police officer. who, while under the influence of 
liquor with his revolver in one hand and his club 
in the other, assaults a citizen and takes from him 
his money on the public streets, and refers to it 
as being an act of indiscretion ”’ and apologizes 
for him in every possible way. 

But our imagination must be even stretched 
farther than that. when we recall the evidence 
from his own mouth, wherein he says that a 
certain portion of the city over which he is ap- 
pointed guardian, and whose sworn duty it is to 
protect life and property and to enforce the or- 
dinances, states that he has ordered gambling 
houses and all houses of that sort south of a cer- 
tain street in the city because business is dull and 


can reconcile statements of that character, backed 

up as they are in this case by his actions as Chief 

of Police, with his oath of office, is beyond the 
ension of this committee. 


Final Conclusions from Evidence. 


The following facts, the report says, were 
shown by the evidence: 

First—That the civil service law of the City of 
Chicago, adopted by the people thereof for their 
government, has been, through the influence of 
the present Mayor, practically set aside and held 
for naught. 

Second—That the law as administered by the 
present administration is a sham and a del . 

Third—That the Mayor removed from o the 
Civil Service Commissioners that were in office 


at the time of his inauguration without any au- 


thority of law whatever. 

Fourth That a large number of persons have 
been discharged from the police force without 
cause and in violation of law. 

Fifth—That a large number of persons have been 
appointed by the Police department at the sug- 
gestion of the Mayor and with the consent of the 
Civil Service commission, who, their records show, 
are wholly unfit for policemen. 

Sixth—That the police pension roll was being 
used for the purpose of retiring men well fitted to 
discharge their duty, upon the retired list, for the 
purpose of giving places to the. friends of the 
administration in power and that the police fund, 
which is a sacred fund, was being used for the pur- 
pose of paying these men who should be upon the 
police force earning their living, and who testified 
before your committee that they prefer to be upon 
the police force and are able and willing to per- 
form the service. 

Seventh—That this investigation of the pension 
law will result in a number of men who are now 
on the pension roll being put into active service, 
and thereby result in a great saving of that fund 
for the use of which it was intended—namely: 
disabled policemen and the widows and orphans 
of deceased policemen. 

Eight— That under the present city administra- 
tion gambling and pool-selling was allowed to run 
wide open, the evidence showing conclusively that 
a large number of houses were being publicly run 
as gambling-houses and poolrooms, and that they 
were not molested by the police, and the-evidence 
tended lafgely to show that they were contributing 
to the Police department for protection; that 
oplum dens were allowed to run in various parts 
of the city, principally by Chinamen, and that 
they paid the police for protection; that the Chief 
of Police, with a few other members of the Police 
department, 
which, to say the least, was highly improper, if 
not absolutely dishonest. 


No Remedy Recommended. 


In conclusion, your committee recognizes that 
the Police denartment of any city, in order to be 
of the character that it should be and render that 
service to which the people are entitled for the 
protection of life and property, should be severed 
in some manner as far as possible from politics, 
and should be governed and appointed by some 
means and in some manner so that they would be 
retained alone upon their merits and discharged 
only for cause. 

Your committee has endeavored to simply call 
the attention of this honorable body to the facts 
as it found them and the condition of things as 
they actually exist. That there is a great need of 
some remedy no one can doubt, but without assum- 
ing to make any suggestions or recommendations 
we most respectfully submit the above to your 
consideration. 


STRIKERS TELL OF SHOOTING. 


Testimony Against Sheriff Martin of 
Lattimer, Pa., Is of a Damag- 
ing Nature. 20 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Feb. 9—Whon court 
cpened this morning for the trial of Sheriff 
Martin and his deputies Judge Woodward 
spoke to the jurors about receiving letters 
bearing upon any pointinthetrial. He said: 

If you receive any letters with reference 
tc the trial, whether anonymous or signed, 
it is your duty to hand them over to the Dis- 
trict Attorney and you musi not allow them 
to make any impression upon your mind.“ 

The first witness cailed today was John 
Tourshekowitz, one of the Harwood strikers. 
He said that on Sept. b the strikers held a 
meeting at Harwood and they understood 
that if they could get the Lattimer men to 
join them they would win the strike. They 
decided not to carry anything having the 
semblance of weapons and to behave quietly 
and peaceably. At West Hazelton. he said, 
they met the Sheriff and the deputies who 
pushed them around with guns and hit sev- 
eral of them. One mar. (and the witness at 
this juncture pointed out Deputy Ario P, 
Platt) tore down the flag.

Majority Against a Caucus, 


Lieutenant Governor Northcott does not 
relish the task of selecting this confer- 
ence committee.

Kankakee, III., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—Speaker 
E. C. Curtis of the House will have the fight 
of his life on his hands at the Kankakee Re- 
publican county convention, which it is be- 
lieved will be called for about the middle of 
March. Opposed to him for the nomination 
for Representative will be Daniel Lee of 
Manteno, the candidate of a faction which 
has sharp knives out for the Republican 
county organization, 

The anti-machine faction has for its lead- 
ers ex-Mayor J. H. Brayton and W. R. 
Hunter, who were denied Kankakee Insane 
Hospital patronage, and County Treasurer 
A. J. Byrnes, who has a personal grudge 
against Len Small. President of the hospital 
trustees and engineer of the Republican 
county machine. The anti-machine faction 
is strong in Kankakee, where it has begun to 
organize, but weak throughout the county. 
Len Small is an organizer of rare ability and 
bas strengthened the machine by giving posi- 
tions and patronage at the hospital to repre- 
sentative Republicans throughout the 
county. | 

On the other hand, a score of persons who 
have been unable to secure patronage have 
joined or sympathize with the antis, or sore- 
heads as they are called. Last week Spring- 
field dispatches said that Fred Breen would 
be a candidate for Representative against 
Mr. Curtis, whose private secretary he 
now Is.

Charles Hernly is a New Castle lawyer, 

40 years old, and a man who has wielded 
great influence in his district among all 
classes of Republicans. If he has any hobby 
it is the gold standard, for which he has 
been outspoken for several years. 
. Chairman Hernly left for his home today 
and will not return to announce his Execu- 
tive and other committees for two weeks. 
Before he broke up headquarters at the 
Denison he received a call from the leader of 
the opposition against Bis candidacy, but 
refused to enter into any deal with the 
former manager of Chairman Gowdy.

COBB’S PLANS ARE CRITICISED, 


Architects and Builders Say They Are 
Incomplete and Point Out 
Other Defects, 


Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 9.—[Special.J—The 
The action begun by Attorney General Mc- 
Cormick to enjoin the new Capitol commis- 
sion from awarding the contract for the 
erection of the capitol under the Henry 
Ives Cobb plan occupied the attention of the 
court all day and will be argued tomorrow. 
The Attorney General called as witnesses 
Pierre Le Brun, a New York architect, and 
David K. Boyd, William L. Pierce, Amos J, 
Boyden, John Hall Rankin, Warren Pow- 
ers Laird, and Stanley Reeves, all experi- 
enced architects, and the latter a builder 
of forty-seven years’ practice, to support 
the allegations that the building will not be 
fireproof, and that it will be unfinished and 
not habitable when turned over to the State.

It was further 
shown that the proposed structure would 
contain nearly 5,000,000 cubic feet of space 
and would cost $1,800,000, while but $420,- 
000 is available. 

Mr. Cobb, for the defense, said that he 
had made the buildings as nearly fireproof 
as possible, considering the appropriation, 
and that he intended to cover the wood with 
fireproof paint. He admitted the temporary 
character of some of the work.

ASK FOR A TAX ON BACHELORS. 


New Jersey Would Make It Two Dollars 
a Year, Whereas in 1776 It Was 
$100 Per Year. 


Trenton, N. J., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—The 
bachelor members of the House pricked up 
their ears yesterday when Assemblyman 
Weller of Mercer County introduced his 
bill providing for the taxing of single men. 

The measure was without preamble, but 
provided that all single men in the State, 
whether they live with their parents or 
not, shall be taxed under the provisions of 
the general tax laws at the rate of $2 per 
annum. It is not a new thing for New 
Jersey to tax its bachelors. It was the law 
that unmarried men should pay a tax as 
late as 1837, and in 1776 the tax ran as high 
as $100 a year. The tax at that time was 
levied for the purpose of raising money with 
which to carry on the war, and it was worth 
about $400,000 a year to the State.

did during the afternoon, they gave it out 
that it had been decided to accept Glenn's 
resignation, The latter, when told of what 


ment that he had not resigned and did not 
intend to; that if the Mayor wanted his place 
he must remove him. 

Then Mr. Kraus was sent for to produce 
on. Mr. Kraus 
replied that he did not have the resignation, 
but had given it back to Glenn. 

The Mayor and Mr. Winston had gone 
go far as to notify the man selected for 
Glenn's place of his coming appointment, 
and some way of getting rid of Glenn must 
be devised. The commission could remove 
him by a majority vote, but it was hopeless 
to ask Mr. Kraus to help them, and so the 
whole matter was put over fill today, when 
it is thought the vote of Mr. Washburne 
can be obtained to help them out of their 
difficulty. It he balks then Glenn will stay 
until Mr. Kraus resigns and a successor 
can be appointed who will do what the Mayor 
wants. 

It is possible this trouble may delay Mr. 
Kraus’ resignation; in fact, one reason the 
Mayor had for getting Glenn out of the way 
was that he thought it would hasten Mr. 
Kraus retirement. The main reason for 
removing Glenn, however, is that he has 
stood for a too strict enforcement of the law 
to suit Mr. Harrison's political friends. 

There is also trouble between Controller 
Waller and the Civil Service commission. 
The commission during the morning passed 
a rule that it would furnish the Controller 
with a list of all civil service appointees, in- 
cluditig sixty-day men, and in the future he 
could check up the pay rolls himself; that

Several months later when Joseph Downey 
became Commissioner of Public Works

COURT MARTIAL IS ORDERED. 


Whether a soldier is entitled to partake of 
ominay and molasses until his appetite has 
been fully satisfied is a question that is to 
be decided at Fort Sheridan this week before 
a court-martial. 
Sergeant Morton Koomler, Light Battery 
Second Artillery, will be the defendant in 
the trial, and the basis for it will be an epi- 
eode that occurred in the messroom at Fort 
Sheridan on last Sunday evening. The meal 
on that day consisted of black molasses and 
hominy, with coffee and buttered bread. 
Sergeant Koomler consumed a plateful of 
hominy and molasses and then held his plate 
out for more. But the head guard said 
„No,“ the head walter repeated the order, 
and the cook's police, who is ordinarily 
known as a waiter, told the Sergeant candid- 
ly that he could not have any more hominy 
and molasses. | 
“By whose order?’ demanded the ser- 


rennt. 

He was told that it did not make any dif- 
ference whence the order emanated; it 
was an order just the same, and then the 
atmosphereinthe messroom became so frigid 
that the sergeant went outside. As 
passed out he says he noticed that a priva 
at one end of the mess table had a pitcher 
filled to the brim with molasses and a bounti- 
ful supply of hominy. 

Sergeant Koomler spent the evening mak- 
g investigations, and he learned that he 


had, by demanding more molasses and hom- 


y, violated one of the laws of the mess- 
room, which is that no soldier shall complain 
against the food served in the mess hall. 

nis order was issued by Colonel Robert G. 
Hall in command of the post. 

‘Nevertheless Koomler continued in his 
complaint. He went to First Lieutenant 
Charles McQuiston, who told him to report 
to the officer of the guard, but that official 
only shook his head and sad he could do 
nothing. 

On Monday morning Koomler was informed 
by Adjutant Duncan of his infraction of the 
military law and told that he could have a 
hearing either before a summary court or a 
general court-martial. He chose a trial by 
the latter body and the hearing will come off 
some day this week. Meantime Koomler is 
a prisoner at the barracks. | 

Koomler says he is not the only soldier 
who was compelled to put up with a light 
meal Sunday. The supply of molasses and 
hominy ran short, he declares, and a number 
of those at the table were compelled to get 
along with “short rations.”” Captain 
Grimes, who is in command of Battery A, 
was sick on the day in question, and on this 
account, it is said, no proper provision for 
feeding the battery was made. 

Charles Turner, one of the “ cook’s po- 
ice,“ says that he witnessed the complaint 
made by Koomler, and that the sergeant 
had an insufficient supply of food. Turner 
was unable to do anything, however, be- 
cause it had been ordered that no more than 
the regular rations be served. : 

Colonel Hall, when asked concerning 
Koomler’s complaint last evening, said he 
knew little of it.

After the proceedings in Justice Doyle’s 
court the police concluded they had not 
sufficient evidence to convict these two men, 
and at the request of the City Prosecutor 
Justice Doyle dismissed their cases.
